Availing of the Travel Concession admissible to 
Central Government servants.— A member may, in 
lieu of the concession admissible under regulation 
16, when proceeding on or returning from leave 
avail himself of the Travel concession admissible to 
Central Government servants, 

17A. Travelling concession to Members retiring from 
service, etc.— A member shall, on his retirement, be 
entitled to the grant of travelling allowance includ- 
ing lumpsum grant as admissible to Central Govern- 
ment servants on retirement in order to enable him 
to proceed to the place where be intends to reside 
ermanently, in the event of the death of a mem- 
er while in service, the travelling allowance in- 
cluding lumpsum grant as admissible to the mem- 
bers of the family of Central Government servants 
who die while in service shall be admissible to the 
members of the family of such member," 


4. Schedule II to the said regulations shall be omitted. 

5. After regulation 20 of the said regulations, the follow- 
ing regulations shall be inserted, namely: — 

“20A. House Rent Allowance. — A member residing of 
his own house or in a rented house, other than a 
house allotted to him under regulation 20, shall be 
entitled to draw house rent allowance at. the rotes 
and subject to the conditions as are applicable to the 
officers of the Central Civil Services of the highest 
grade.”

5. Power to Relax ; Where the Central Government is of opinion that it is necessary or expedient so to do, it may, by order, for 
reasons to be recorded in writing and in consultation with the Union Public Service Commission, relax any of the provisions of these 
rules with respect to any class or category of persons. 

6. Saving: Nothing contained in these rules shall affect reservations and other concessions required to be provided for condldates 
belonging to the Scheduled Castes, the Scheduled Tribes and other special categories in accordance with the orders issued by the Central 
Govern ment from time to time in this regard.

6. Power to Relax: Where the Central Government is of opinion that it is necessary or expedient so to do, it may, by order fo 
reasons to be recorded in writing, relax any of the provisions of these rules with respect to any class or category of persons or posts. 

7. Saving: Nothing in these rules shall affect reservations and other concessions required to be provided for the Scheduled Castes 
the Scheduled Tribes and other special calegories of persons in accordance with orders issued by the Central Government from time to 
time in this regard.

Provided that the Central Government, may if satisfied that such marriage is permissible under the personal law applicable to such 
personand the other party to the marriage and there arc other grounds for so doing, exempt any person from Ihe operation of this rule. 

5. Power to relax,— Where the Central Government is of opinion that it is necessary or expedient so to do, it mty by order for rea- 
sons to be recorded in writing, relax any of the provisions of these rules with respect to any class or category of persons. 

6. Swing. — Nothing in these rules shall affect reservations and other concessions required to be provided for the Scheduled Castes, 
the Scheduled Tribes and other special categories of persons in accordance with the orders issued by the Central Government from time to 
time in this regard.

(c) the wheelhouse and chartroom, and space fitted with 
and appropriated for the use of radio and navigatio- 
nal aids; 

(d) chain lockers and spaced appropriated for, or for the 
working of the streering gear, anchor gear and 
capstan; 

(c) space appropriated for the storage of safety equip- 
ment or batteries; 

(f) workshop and store rooms appropriated for the use 
of pumpmen, electricians, carpenters and boatswa- 
ins, and the lamp-room; 

(g) space occupied by the donkey engine and boilers if 
they are outside the propelling machinery apace and 
connected to the mam pumps of the ship; 
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(h) space occupied by the main pumps of the ship if 
they are. outside the propelling machinery space; 

(i) any space below the upper deck (other than double 

bottom) adapted solely for water ballast. 

Provided that no deduction shall be made on account of 
any space unless it has previously been included in the gross 
tonnage. 

(iii) for sub-rule (2) of rule (8) the following shall be 
substituted, namely: — 

“(2) the following permanently closed-in spaces situated 
on or above the upper deck shall not be included in the Gross; 
Tonnage provided they are reasonable in extent, namely: — 

(a) space fitted with and appropriated for the use of 
machinery or condensers; 

(b) the weelhouse and chartroom, and space fitted with 
and appropriated for the use of radio and naviga- 
tional aids; 

(c) skylights, domes and trunks which light or ventilate 

the space they serve; 

(d) chain lockers, and space appropriated for working 
the anchor gear and capstan; 

(e) space approprited for the storage of safety equipment 
or batteries; 

(f) companions and access hatches serving as protection 
for stairways or Iadderways leading to space below, 
and openings over such stairways and Iadderways 
including escape trunks; 

(g) the galley, and any separate bakery fitted with ovens; 
provided in either case that no part there of is app- 
ropriated for use for any other purpose; 

(h) washing and sanitary accommodation forming part 
of the crew accommodation or appropriated for the 
use of the master; 

(i) workshops and storerooms appropriated for the use of 

pumpmen, engineers, elecricians, carpenters and 
boatwains, and the lamproom; 

(j) water ballast tanks not appropriated for use foe any 
other purpose.”;

GJS.R. 649. — The following draft of certain rules to 
amend the Limestone and Dolomite Mines Labour Welfare 
Fund Rules, 1973, which the Central Government proposes 
to make, in exercise of the powers conferred by section 
16 of the Limestone and Dolomite Mines Labour Welfare 
Fund Act, 1972 (62 of 1972) is hereby published, as required 
by sub-section (I) of section 16 of the said Act for the in- 
formation of all persons likely to be affected thereby, and 
notice is hereby given that the said draft will be taken into 
consideration on or after the expiry of a period of forty-five 
days from the date of publication of this notification in the 
Official Gazette. 

2, In the Limestone and Dolomite Mines Labour Welfare 
Fund Rules, 1973 : — 

(a) in rule 7, after clause (d), the following clause shall 

be inserted, namely : — 

"(dd) in the case of a member of a Legislative Assemb- 
ly on his ceasing to be a member of such Legis- 
lative Assembly ; or” ; 

(b) in rule 13,— 

(i) in .sub-rule (1), the proviso shall be omitted; 

(ii) after sub-rule (1), the following sub-rule shall be 

inserted, namely : — 

“(1 A) (i) An emergency meeting of an Advisory 
Committee or the Central Advisory Committee 
may be called by the Chairman thereof to dis- 
cuss matters on which a decision has to be 
taken immediately. 

(ii) Notice shall be given to every member present 
in India of the time and place fixed for such 
emergency meeting at least four days before 
such meeting and every member shall be fur- 
nished with a list of business to be considered 
at the meeting.” 

(c) in rule 20, in the opening paragraph, the following 

words at the end shall be omitted, namely : 

“may fix the scale of establishment and the salaries 
and allowances and determine the other conditions 
of service of officers and other staff employed by 
him including the security to be taken from 
them.”
